lion on atomic weapons with its 
NATO allies. 
Eisenhower replied 
that 
some 
changes in the law will be neces­ 
sary before this country can real­ 
ize the fullest advantages of atom­ 
ic progress. 
But no changes are contemplat­ 
ed, he went on, which have any­ 
thing to do with the scientific pro­ 
cesses involved in dev eloping atom­ 
ic energy or with the building of 
atomic weapons. 
This appeared to 
mean 
that 
what the administration does con­ 
template, if Congress approves, 
is sharing information about the 
use of atomic weapons and per­ 
haps sharing the weapons them ­ 
selves with America's allies. 
Along that line Eisenhower said 
it would depend on military cir­ 
cumstances whether this country 
turned over atomic weapons to its 
allies. 
He said if war comes America 
should use its atomic weapons in 
whatever way would be to the best 
advantage of the 
United 
States. 
Quite possibly, he said, it would 
be best to let an ally use Ameri­ 
can weapons under certain circum ­ 
stances. 
The President said the adminis­ 
tration has received no official So­ 
viet reaction to the plan he out­ 
lined to the United Nations Gener­ 
al Assembly. 
AT HIS NEWS conference, the 
President also: 
1. Stated that the 
general 
ob­ 
jective of the series of conferences 
with GOF legislative leaders which 
he will begin tomorrow is to se­ 
cure a meeting 
of 
minds. 
The 
President added that must be ac­ 
complished, so far as the execu­ 
tive and legislative branches of the 
government are concerned, if our 
kind of government is to operate 
successfully.

Ex-Ohio Gov. George White 
Dies In Florida At Age 81 
WEST PALM BEACH, Fla. (JV- 
George White, the genial, cigar- 
smoking form er governor of Ohio, 
died here late last night at 81. 
He had been a patient at Good 
Sam aritan Hospital since Dec. IO. 
The nam e of the Elm ira, N. Y., 
boy who struck it rich panning for 
gold in the Klondike was a famil­ 
iar one on the national political 
scene. 
He led the unsuccessful presi­ 
dential cam paign for Ohio’s Gov. 
Jam es M. Cox of Dayton the year 
Cox 
was 
defeated 
by 
another 
Ohioan—Sen. W arren G. Harding 
of Marion. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
ran for vice president on the ticket 
with Cox that year. White tried 
unsuccessfully for the presidential 
nomination himself in 1932 as a 
favorite son candidate from Ohio. 
He defeated the Republican in­ 
cumbent, Myers Y. Cooper, to be­ 
come governor of Ohio in 1930. Two 
years later he defeated David S. 
Ingalls of Cleveland for a second 
term . 
He previously had served three 
term s in Congress as representa­ 
tive from the Marietta, Ohio, dis­ 
trict. He m ade unsuccessful bids 
for the U.S. Senate in 1928, 1934 
and ran again for governor in 1940 
only to be defeated in the pri­ 
maries.

A fresh 
v iewpoint, coupled with imagination an d 
unique theories frequently result in a new 
approach to v ex ing problems. 
In any ev ent, the program has merit. The 
font of knowledge, at times springs a leak 
when engaged in sizing up contemporary 
affairs. But it is not enough for professors 
in business administi^tion and economics 
to get their feet wet in the outside world. 
Those in the humanities might conceiv ably 
profit also by taking the plunge. 


TOWARD BIGNESS 
A RECENT SURVEY shows a decrease 
in the number of family size farms in the 
United States. Ex tensiv e mechanization of 
agriculture lessened unit costs. During an 
era of high price supports, good crop and 
world-wide demand, efficient f a r m e r s 
made enough money to enlarge their hold­ 
ings. 
The result was that farming required 
more and more capital and many y oung 
folk who would hav e entered farming as a 
career were financially unable to do so. In 
20 y ears one million farm units hav e disap­ 
peared and there has been a decrease of 
six million in the farm population. 
The number of farms containing 1,000 
acres of more has increased 8 0 per cent in 
that period, and those of from 500 to 1,000 
acres 40 per cent. 
Small farmers are now referred to as 
'‘marginal” in gov ernment reports. A r e 
they a v anishing species? Is farming as a 
way of life on the way out in the United 
States? This is one of the questions that 
must be taken into consideration by Con­ 
gress when it undertakes to rev amp t h e 
gov ernment’s farm program. 


in lieu of subsistence. Why does it cost a 
member of this Commission more for ex ­ 
penses than the Chief J ustice of the United 
States or ev en a Circuit J udge? 
It has become a practice to shift Federal 
judges from their home bases to other 
cities, often quite distant, to hear cases. 
Such a judge may be required to be away 
from home for a long stretch and should, 
if he so desires, hav e the adv antage of t]je 
comfort of his wife. He should not be coop­ 
ed up in a small room in a lonely hotel to 
read briefs under the most unsatisfactory 
env ironmental conditions. His position and 
serv ices warrant not only a social dignity 
but satisfactory phy sical conditions. He 
should be able to meet men similarly well 
placed on a basis of equality . 
It cannot be done on $15 a day , nor does 
the salary -scale of judges warrant ex pen­ 
ditures out of their own pockets. Under the 
present penurious practices, judges must 
either be chosen from among those who 
hav e inherited wealth, or who, hav ing ac­ 
cumulated sav ings in priv ate practice, seek 
high honors, or among lawy ers who are al­ 
way s in debt, borrowing to maintain a posi­ 
tion but nev er being able to repay . The tiny 
estate of Chief J ustice Fred Vinson was 
surely not an incentiv e to a y oung lawy er 
who hopes to make a career of the judi­ 
ciary . 
The Commission inv estigating the s u b ­ 
ject is required to study , among others, the 
following: 
‘‘the compensation or income currently 
earned by persons of comparable qualifica­ 
tions in labor, business, the professions, or 
other priv ate pursuits;

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WATER’S FINE 
COLLEGE PROFESSORS will 
again 
have an opportunity this year to c l i m b 
down from their ivory towers and check 
their theories in the hothouse of American 
business and industry. 
This program has been in effect since 
1948, under auspices of the Foundation for 
Economic Education Inc., a non-profit or­ 
ganization devoted to the preservation of 
the American free enterprise system . 
To date nearly 400 professors from more 
than 200 colleges and universities have ac­ 
cepted summer fellowships in more than 
70 of the nation’s leading business firms. 
What they have learned has undoubtedly 
furnished new perspective to their work in 
the classroom. Not o n ly have they w i t- 
nessed the internal workings of business, 
they have gained real insight into m anage­ 
ment problems. In consequence many may 
have revised former theories, or at least 
adjusted their views to take into account 
the practicalities of business and industrial 
problems. 
And in many instances they have contrib­ 
uted something of value to the business be­ 
hemoth in which they dabbled. A fresh 
viewpoint, coupled with imagination a n d 
unique theories frequently result in a new 
approach to vexing problems. 
In any event, the program has merit. The 
font of knowledge, at tim es springs a leak 
when engaged in sizing up contemporary 
affairs. But it is not enough for professors 
in business administration and economics 
to get their feet wet in the outside world. 
Those in the humanities might conceivably 
profit also by taking the plunge. 


TOWARD BIGNESS 
A RECENT SURVEY shows a decrease 
in the number of fam ily size farms in the 
United States. Extensive mechanization of 
agriculture lessened unit costs. During an 
era of high price supports, good crop and 
world-wide demand, efficient f a r m e r s 
m ade enough money to enlarge their hold­ 
ings. 
The result was that farming required 
more and more capital and many young 
folk who would have entered farming as a 
career were financially unable to do so. In : 
20 years one million farm units have disap-! 
peared and there has been a decrease of 
six million in the farm population. 
The number of farms containing 1,000 
acres of more has increased 80 per cent in 
that period, and those of from 500 to 1,000 
acres 40 per cent. 
Small farmers are now referred to as 
“ marginal" in government reports. A r e 
they a vanishing species? Is farming as a 
w ay of life on the way out in the United 
States? This is one of the questions that 
m ust be taken into consideration by Con­ 
gress when it undertakes to revamp t h e 
governm ent’s farm program.

These Days 


Ours is a profligate government which 
pours m oney into futilities all over the 
world, but when it comes to those of our 
own officials whose very office requires 
dignity of manner, we become absurdly 
stingy. I refer to Public Law 222, which 
covers the traveling expenses of Federal 
justices and judges, including the brethren 
of the Supreme Court, even the Chief Jus­ 
tice of the United States. 
The grant for maintenance expenses ac­ 
tually incurred is $15 a day. I travel widely 
and constantly and cannot do it on $15 a 
day, unless I stay at a flophouse or a tenth- 
rate hotel. The lowest rate for hotel rooms 
that I have found in large cities is $6 a 
day; a really respectable room, where it is 
possible to receive a guest without sitting 
on a bed, in the sam e cities, runs between 
$10 and $12. I have not inquired whether 
special rates are made for government of­ 
ficials. Certainly little rem ains for food, 
pressing clothes after traveling, tips, tele­ 
phone calls, and other incidentals. 
It is am using that the sam e Congress en­ 
acted a law creating a Commission to 
study judicial salaries and gives to t h e 
m embers of this Commission $25 per day 
in lieu of subsistence. Why does it cost a 
member of this Commission more for ex­ 
penses than the Chief Justice of the United 
States or even a Circuit Judge? 
It has becom e a practice to shift Federal 
judges from their home bases to other 
cities, often quite distant, to hear cases. 
Such a judge may be required to be away 
from home for a long stretch and should, 
if he so desires, have the advantage of the 
comfort of his wife. He should not be coop­ 
ed up in a sm all room in a lonely hotel to 
read briefs under the most unsatisfactory 
environmental conditions. His position and 
services warrant not only a social dignity 
but satisfactory physical conditions. He 
should be able to m eet men sim ilarly well 
placed on a basis of equality. 
It cannot be done on $15 a day, nor does 
the salary-scale of judges warrant expen­ 
ditures out of their own pockets. Under the 
present penurious practices, judges must 
either be chosen from among those who 
have inherited wealth, or who, having ac­ 
cumulated savings in private practice, seek 
high honors, or among law yers who are al­ 
ways in debt, borrowing to maintain a posi­ 
tion but never being able to repay. The tiny 
estate of Chief Justice Fred Vinson was 
surely not an incentive to a young lawyer 
who hopes to make a career of the judi­ 
ciary. 
The Commission investigating the s u b ­ 
ject is required to study, among others, the 
following: 
"the compensation or income currently 
earned by persons of comparable qualifica­ 
tions in labor, business, the professions, or 
other private pursuits;
